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DETAILED ACTION 

The indicated allowability of claims 18, 20 and 21 is withdrawn in view of the 
newly discovered reference(s) to Jelinek et al., US Patent 6,163,226. Rejections based 
on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 18, 20, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jelinek et al. 

Regarding claim 21, Jelinek et al. discloses a VCO (110) comprising: a set of 
interconnected delay stages (Fig.2A); a switch-controlled load (Fig.2F, see also 612 of 
Fig. 2D, column 5, lines 11-16 and 36-55) connected to the output of the delay stages 
(see Fig.2A); and means for shielding (capacitive load in Fig. 2F, column 5, lines 36-50) 
the delay stages from noise in a power supply connected to the switch-controlled load 
(Fig. 2F, see column 5, lines 11-17). 

Regarding claims 18 and 20, Fig. 2F shows a switch (680 or 690) connected 
between a delay stage output ("01 TO FIG.2F" see Fig. 2C) and gate node of the 
transistor (PMOS 681, 682) and a current source (683, 684) connected between a 
power supply (arrow symbol) for the transistor (681 , 682) and channel node of the 
transistor (drain of 681 ). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8, 9, and 12-17 are allowed. 

Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
